ADDED. POWERS 


Dr. D. B. Neely, of Humboldt, 
has given notice of a resolution 
to amend the British North Am¬ 
erican act to the following effect. 

“That the power to prohibit 
the manufacture in, or importa¬ 
tion into, any province of the 1 
Dominion of Canada of alcoholic 
liquors for beverage purposes be 
extended to the legislature of 
any such province.” 

Provincial legislatures have the 
power at preseqfrto prohibit the 
sale of liquor within their pro¬ 
vinces,. but have not the power 
to prohibit the manufacture and

Act is Prepared 


Using Grass to Make Paper With 

Although several of the largest pa¬ 
per mills in England have been 
forced to shut down because the 
government stopped the importation 
of pulpwood, many others have man¬ 
aged to keep going by utilizing grass 
which they obtain from Scotland, the 
Fcnlands and India. 

Printing paper and notepaper is 
being made from grass mixed with 
other materials. The cheapest fibre 
is obtained from rags which are no 
longer exported. Rag cuttings arc 
now worth $140 a ton, which is still 
below the cost of wood pulp, now 
selling for $150 a ton. It was $40 a 
ton before the war. 


Will Propose Grant With Provi- 
vision for Ltt*n of $1,500 
or $2,000 

The soldiers iand settlement act, 
which will provide for a free grant of 
Dominion land to veterans of the im¬ 
perial forces, coupled with a provi¬ 
sion for a loan, to be advanced un¬ 
der supervision, of $1,500 or $2,000, 
will be presented in the house by 
Hon. Dr. Roche, minister of the in¬ 
terior, who with Hon. Martin Bur¬ 
rell, minister of agriculture, has had 
charge of its preparation.

Ways in Which to Defeat the Work 
of the Microbe 

Milk turns sour because a little mi¬ 
crobe; known as the-, milk microbe, 
gets into it, and being very fond of 
the sugar which is in the milk, turns 
this sugar into an acid. 

If we could keep milk " entirely 
away from the air aft’er the cow is 
milked, it would not turn sour, but 
as soon as it is exposed to the air 
these microbes, which are constantly 
in the air, drop into the milk. They 
are alive although invisible to the 
•naked eye.'If when they drop into 
the milk it is warm enough to enable 
them to do their work, they attack 
the sugar in the milk and turn it in¬ 
to acid. Their attempt to sour the 
milk can be overcome by keeping it 
at a low temperature niv the refriger¬ 
ator, but as soon as the milk is tak¬ 
en out of the refrigerator and left 
out long enough to become warm, 
the microbe begins to work and the 
milk cannot be made sweet again. If 
the milk is boiled as soon or shortly 
after the cow is milked the sugar in 
the milk is changed in such a way 
that the microbe cannot feed upon 
i\. This, however, does not imply 
that milk should always be boiled, as 
wc know that that impairs its desir¬ 
ability as food.

99LCCTIV* CONSCRIPTION TOR 
,CANADA 

Sir Robert Borden's trip to Englaad has had 
the effect of bringing him into closer touch with 
fhe war and its necessities as far as Canada is 
concerned. From the stand for voluntary mili¬ 
tary servRe which he held, some months ago he 
has turned to compulsory service on a selective 
basis, and his views on the matter, expressed at 
the week end* have been received with enthus¬ 
iasm throughout the Dominion. 

Briefly, the situation is that after having 
raised 426,000 men by the voluntary means re¬ 
cruiting has practically reached a standstill. 
Meanwhile the rankq^of the Canadians at the 
front are being worn away with no immediate 
hope of being kept up to strength. Consequent¬ 
ly the raising of from 50,000 to 100,000 men be¬ 
comes necessary, and since it cannot be attained 
by the voluntary system, conscription on a sel¬ 
ective basis must be resortedj to. 

Canada is entering upon the same epoch as 
did Great Britain when the Voluntary system 
there was replaced by conscription. The battle 
between the two principles was long and heat- 
'ed, and much bitterness was expressed because 
the nation which was fighting for the ideals of 
freedom and democracy should adopt the prin¬ 
ciples of militarism to which it was opposed. 
But time and experience has shown how vitally 
necessary it was to fight the enemy with his own 
weapons, and today there is no voice raised 
against the policy of conscription. Necessity 
has dug the grave ef antagonisms. 

Having the experience of the Mother Coun¬ 
try before us it is not difficult for us to realize 
wherein lies our duty, if we mean to see the 
war through to a successful issue. In line with 
the rest of the Empire we went to war to see 
the business successfully concluded, and after 
three years of it we find that voluntary enlist¬ 
ment failB to give the required strength to the 
ranks. Obviously then, our only way is by sel¬ 
ective conscription. 


NOTES 


Now that there is to be conscription of 
manhood let us hope that there will be conscrip¬ 
tion of wealth. 


The two make a good team, but 
the one without the other would show a partial¬ 
ity which would be far from popular. Manhood 
is necessary, but so is wealth, and there is a lot 
of the latter which might be called ‘war wealth' 
that up to the present has not done much for its 


country. 


While the air is heavy with admonitions re¬ 
garding production and utilization of available 
land, it often strikes ope to wonder whether 
something could not be done to bring a few of 
the idle millions of acres under cultivation. Cor¬ 
porations, companies and private individuals, ail 
wealthy enough to own idle property, hold the 
greater part of this land fqr speculation, and it 
increases in value as the legitimate farmer in¬ 
creases his production. Surely a little thought 
could lead to some small portion of this idle land 
being made to feed the Empire? 


Ends on SATURDAY 


With the Alberta elections for the 7th of June, 
and every representative ready and willing to 
return, the country is entitled tahear something 
of what will be done for the returned soldiers 
in the province. The question of the returned 
soldier is one of the greatest problems which 
we have to face and the provincial as well as the 
Dominion parliaments will have to share the 
burden of just and equitable settlement for the 
soldiers. It will be well to know that the re¬ 
presentatives who are sent back have some ideas 
on the subject. There are soldiers who are 
coming back now, and those who will return 
when the war is over. Have we anything to 
offer them, or have we any promise of construc¬ 
tive legislation which will give them a square 
deal?

Synopsis of Canadian North¬ 
west Land Regulations 

THE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, who was at tlje 
commencement of the present war, aiid 
lias since continued to be, a British sub¬ 
ject or a subject of an allied or neutral 
country, may homestead a quarter-sec¬ 
tion of available Dominion Landln Man¬ 
itoba, Saskatchewan or Alberta. Appli¬ 
cant must appear in person at Dominion 
Lands Agency or Snb-Agency for Dis¬ 
trict. Entry by proxy may to made on 
certain conditions. Duties—Six months 
residence upon and cnltivation of land in 
each of three years. 

In certain districts a homesteader may 
secure an adjoining quarter-section as 
pre-emption. Price $3.00 per acre. 
Duties—Reside six months in each of 
three years nfter earning homestead pat¬ 
ent and cultivate 50 acres extra. May 
obtain pre-emption patent ns soon as 
homestead patent on certain conditions. 

A settler nfter obtaining homestead 
patent, if he cannot secure a pre-emption, 
may take a purchased homestead in cer¬ 
tain districts. Price $3.00 per acre. Must

Systematic Way to ^Itacreaso Crops 
in the l>ominion 

The Canadian, government is adopt, 
ing a very*8V|Icmatic way - to increase 
the croos of the Dominion. An of- 
fitpal commission, composed of pro¬ 
fessors ^of diffeertn universities, has 
been appointed to visit tile high 
schools and colleges and enlist boys 
for agricultural work during the sum¬ 
mer months. Attention will be given 
the physical ability of the boys and 
they will sign, with tlic consent of 
their parents, for six months’ service 
on the farms. A record will be kept 
of their work and efficiency, which 
will be credited to them the-seme as 
iffit were in the regular classes in 
lhi schools and colleges. This looks 
like a pretty good scheme, not only 
to get intelligent farm workers, but 
for the real advantage of the boys'. 
It was tried in a small way last year 
and the result was that the boys who 
worked on the farms outstripped in 
their studies those who remained in 
the schools. That is the same-sort 
of record that has been made in some 
manual training schools where the 
boys who spent half of their time at 
work and the other half at their stud, 
ies, took nearly al] the scholastic 
prizes in the interschool contests, 
while they swept the platter almost 
clean in the athletic fields. If there 
could be a scheme invented that 
would put the large groups of boys 
who idle away their time in the pool 
halls and on the streets out on the 
farms during the summer mopths, it 
would be of incalculable advantage fo 
them and their country. —^Omaha 
World-Herald.

To produce more foodstuffs and 
thu^lesscn the cost of living is the 
aiimbf western cities and towns this 
ytaiBwhcn thousands of back yards 
and Tiiany acres of waste space will 
be converted into truck gardens. 
Winnipeg has 55,608 vacant lots with 
an area of 5,840 acreS, in addition to 
20,000 back yards that arc available 
for garden purposes, and it appears 
that Winnipegers are determined to 
make good use of these lands. The 
city owns 169 parcels of la„nd in the 
outlying districts which will be turn¬ 
ed over to citizens who want to make 
gardens on them. Many eity officials 
have declared that they will ‘‘vvork| 
their own gardens to the limit" this 
spring to produce enough vegetables 
to last them through next winter. 

Everywhere throughout Canada 
there is a movement t6 convert hack 
yards, vacant lots aud parks into 
productive vegetable gardens. ■ It 
might he said that it is no new idea 
as far as Calgary is concerned, as 
this schcijic has been carried out 
there in a practical way for a'numbcr 
of years.

IJorrors of Russian Penal System 
Are Described 

Nothing more dramatic has oc- 
cured, with the turning of the leaf in 
Russian history from czardom to 
republic, than the processional of ex¬ 
iles out of the dungeons, mires and 
ffozcn morasses of Siberia." Though 
a ukase of the Czar in 1900 modified 
the rigors of the Russian penal sys¬ 
tem and restricted exile to political 
olTcndcrs—who might be transported 
to other regions as well as Siberia— 
the region still remained the burial 
grourjd of many a life that had bud¬ 
ded in promise and aspiration. It is 
estimated that between tlje years 
1807 and 1899, ere the edict went into 
effect, a mighty army of 865,000 had 
known the torture of body and tor¬ 
ment of soul to which George Ken- 
nan and others have directed the 
world’s indignant pity. After the in¬ 
surrection of 1863 nearly 50,000 Poles 
were sont at once to Siberia. From 
1880 till the ukase was issued 20,009 
persons a year suffered this fate. 
Front 20,000 to 40,000 persons at one 
time in recent years were living the 
life of outlaws in the forests, trying 
to get back to their homes. 

It is from such a "horror of the 
shade” that the emeutc in Russia/lias, 
released the pitiable rabble of per¬ 
haps* 100,000 now making their way 
by sledges over the frozen wilder¬ 
ness to points along the railwav. 
Many of these persons had surren¬ 
dered all hope of a return from a liv¬ 
ing death to the normal existence ofj 
industry and domesticity. They had 
forgotten the semblance of their for¬ 
mer selves. They were like the man 
in Tolstoi’s “Resurrection,” whose 
countenance reminded one of a po¬ 
tato sprouting in a cellar. History 
tells us that about one-tnird of ttic 
Siberian exiles have merely disap¬ 
peared from the face of the eartji 
without being heard of again. These 
modern victims of the old regime had 
bowed their heads and—-often in 
shackles—accepted a similar destiny. 
Suddenly a great light shone upon 
tlicir black despair. A ruler was 
compelled to abdicate and with him 
there was dethroned the system of 
absolutism that terrorized his whole 
domain. The u prisin g would be 
worth more than the temporary dis- 
comfoTt and travail of readjustment 
if it merely accomplished the release 
of the political exiles who now find 
themselves patriots and , heroes 
among humanity again.— From the 
Philadelphia Ledger.

British Army a Producer 


The armies are self-supporting, too 
as surely armies never were before. 
There, is the very romance of organi¬ 
zation in the fact that "in Mesopo¬ 
tamia something like 3,000 acres ol

Anticipated Future Trouble When 
Alsace and Lorrain Were 
Ceded to Germany 

Mr. Gladstone was Prime Minister 
of England when Prussia demanded 
from France the cession of Alsace 
and Lorrain, and he held very strong¬ 
ly that the neutrals of the day 
should insist that the populations 
themselves should be first consulted. 
In trying to convert the foreign 
minister and his cabinet to his view, 
ll& wrote that "the throttling” of Al¬ 
sace and Lorrain without any at¬ 
tempt on the part of this country to 
save them, “will, in my opinion, be 
a standing reproach to England.” 
The German proposal, he said 1 in an¬ 
other letter to Lord Granville, “calls 
for the reprobation of Europe.” Af¬ 
ter his cabinet had refused to give 
the neutrals the lead which he desic- 
ed, he wrote: “I have an apprehen¬ 
sion that this violent laceration and 
ttansfer is to lead us from bad to 
worse, and to be the beginning of a 
new series of European complica¬ 
tions.” If Mr. Gladstone’s advice 
had been followed in 1870 the history 
of Europe since would have been 
more tranquil. — London Daily 
Chronicle.

The bringing into existence of a hospital 
depends upon the initiative of the people. 
When only one municipality is concern¬ 
ed. all that is necessary to initiate action 
is a petition signed by twenty-five electors 
and agreed to by the municipal council. 
Wlitm more than one council is concern¬ 
ed. the consent of the other connoil or 
councils is necessary, as well ns the peti¬ 
tion from the electors within the munici¬ 
pality. The preliminary work i>eing done 
the council shall appoint a hospital board. 
In the case of one municipality under¬ 
taking the work, the board shall consist 
of three members of the council and three 
electors outside the council. When there 
are two municipalities in the proposed 
district each council shall appoint three 
representative*, one being a member of 
the council, and two electors not coun¬ 
cillors. When the appointments are 
made the names are sent to tbe Minister 
who names a convenor and tlie place and 
date of meeting for organization. The 
board has power— 

To appoint such officials as may be 
necessary and to fix the amount of re¬ 
muneration, 

To determine the site and arrange for 
purchase of same; 

To arrange for the acquiring or erec¬ 
tion of a suitable building; 

To make arrangements with any ex¬ 
isting hospital, if preferred to undertake 
the establishment and maintenance of a 
separate institution; 

To engage medical practitioners and 
nurses; 

To arrange for financing tbe hospital, 
the preparation of estimates, etc., the 
municipality providing the money as for 
other municipal enterprises. 

The levy for capital expenditure shall 
not is 1 higher than/ two mills on the 
dollar. 

As soon ns the plans are approved by 
the Minister of Municipal Affairs, the 
council shall prepare a bylHw for sub¬ 
mission to the electors, which must be 
voted on within three months.
